“will the F. M. B. A. make Legislative 
and Congressional nominations?” 

“As President of that organizawon I am 
not advised what may be done locally by the 
members of the association. It stands to 
reason that the chances are more in favor of 
their support of men who are identified with 
their interests or are of their belief than in 
support of those who are notin sympathy 
with them. It may be that you will find in 
the next Legislature a large number of rep- 
resentative men who will consider their alle 
giance to the interests of the farmers and 
laborers in matters of legislation as para- 
mount to party fealty. Of course you under- 
stand the association is not in politics, but 
the farmers will exercise the same right as 
all other classes in the use of the elective 
franchise.” . 

FARMERS AND THE TARIFF. 

How do the farmers stand on the tariff?” 

“They are in favor of a revision of the 
tariff and a reduction of the surplus. I be- 
lieve the general feeling among them is that 
all necessities should enter duty free and the 
iuxuries used by the rich should be taxed. 
They are undoubtedly in favor of free sugar, 
free bides, and the placing upon the free 
list of such other articles as would be ad- 
vantageous to the people, and the taxing of 
such articies as would conduce to the general 
welfare. We want some legislation on the 
subject of trusts and some on the question of 
transportation, whereby the cost of the same 
will be reduced. The farming interests of 
this country undoubtedly demand the 
free coinage of silver, for we 
are convinced that the demonetization 
of silver in this county and the placing of us 
in competition with the cheap-moneyed coun- 
tries of the Old World in the production of 
the cereals has contributed in a great de- 
gree to the low prices that obtain 
today. Weare convinced that the circule- 
tion should be increased and that we cannot 
have too great a circulating medium resting 
upon a gold and silver basis. For plenty of 
good money has always resulted in good 
times among all classes, and the revival of 


business in all sections of the country.”

Jeers and 
angry epithets passed, and the watchers at 
the open windows commenced to rail and re- 
vile with taunting signs and grimaces. 
Some put their fingers to their nose, 
and others made faces. The Sunday- 
school session inside broke up. the 
majority of those assembied adjourning 
directly to the room above. The doors 
below were also about this time unlocked 
for the egress of those of the school who 
desired to go and for a number of the 
loyal Esherites who proposed to quiet any 
disturbance and preserve peace. No sooner 
had a few of the latter got into the crowd, 
which was of considerable size, than a free 
knock down fight began, and in a moment 
the gathering of Sunday worshipers became 
a frantic, fighting, hissing, cursing, yelling 
mob which . surged about tne church 
doors. At the height of the riot 
the congregation which was assem- 
bled above struck up a stentorian 
German song to the tune of “Hold the 
Fort,“ which surged ovtin angry waves of 
sound upon the peaceful Sabbath air above 
the din, while the watchers at the windows 
yelled and hooted to the clamorous crowd 
below. Word had been sent at the begin- 
ning of the trouble to the Chief of Police, 
who soon arrived on the scene with a posse 
of police, and after vigorous exercise of 
their authority partially restored order and 
demanded admittance to the building. This 
was again refused. After some parieying 
the Mayor was finally called upon, who de- 
cided the doors must be opened, and the citi- 
zeus retired to their homes.

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Seven Ficod Refugees Perish in a Burning 
Bullding—Other Disasters. 

New Ortzans, La. April 27.—[Special.]— 
The steam gin and saw mill of Charles 
Lawrence, situated in Sparkey County, 
three miles from Rolling Fork, Miss., was 
burned last night. The loss is estimated 
at $5,000, partly covered by insurance. 
Fifty or sixty of Mr. lLawrence’s 
tenants were quartered in the gin and in 
their efforts to escape from the flames seven 
were drowned. The building was surrounded 
by water seven feet deep. They had taken 
refuge there from the overflow, and it is 
stated that their carelessness caused the fire. 

The report that several lives had been lost 
in the vicinity of the Lobdell disaster has 
been confirmed. A family named Watson, 
numbering five persons, was drowned. 

The water in the rear of New Orleans bas 
fallen 18 inches, but a fall of 2 feet more will 
be necessary to place the lake water on nor- 
mal level. 

rants, Tex., April 27.—There were thirty- 
one feet of water in Red river at Arthur City 
this morning and it was still rising rapidly. 
The bottoms are all overflowed and the crops 
are destroyed. 

GREENVILLE, Miss., April 27.—The river 
has fallen four and a half inches in the last 
twenty-four hours, which is two and one-haif 
feet from the highest point reached this year. 

Datwias, Tex., April 27.—The most destruct- 
ive flood ever known in the history of North 
Teras is now passing through the Trinity. 
At 10 o'clock this morning it passed 
the highest water mark in fifty years. 
Trains on all railroads, the Pacific, 
the Missouri Pacific, the Santa Fé, and the 
Greenville were not running west, north, or 
south of the city today. Washouts are re- 
ported all along their lines, but the worst are 
immediately around the city. 

The storm of Friday extended from the In- 
dian Territory to the gulf and from Marshall 
to Abilene. Many houses were blown down, 
but so far not a single life has been reported 
lost. 

Barov Sana, La., April 27.—The break at 
Morganza is widening fast and the storm of 
yesterday made matters worse. The Fanny 
Rich crevasse continues to widen, as well as 
those at the Talor and Preston piaces. Noeffort 
is being made to check them. It is only a 
question of afew days when there wiil be 
an unbroken sheet of water from these 
points to far above Raccourci.

A BAD CRIMIY AL SYSTEM. 

“The criminal system of England,” said 
she, “is one stupendous blunder. I should 
be amazed if it were possible to tind a worse 
one. Itis a most disastrous thing if here 
you promote policemen for their success in 
making arrests. Itis a lazy man who will 
not sometimes make a little business for him- 
self to secure his place. So many things 
are made crimes which are not such—the 
sleeping under a sidewaik, the techuical vio- 
lation of revenue iaws, or drunkenness. 
Mind you, lam a rabid teetotaler, but getting 
drunk 1s not a crime. If itis, why is not 
selling the liquor a crime? In England we 
are raising the age at which children can be 
sent to prison. They used to send them to 
jail when 5 years old. There was a case some 
years ago which roused all Londoa. A boy 6 
years old was dragged by a policeman to the 
station for plucking a geranium in Hyde 
Park. He was thrown into a cell—a little, 
scared boy—ana then—O, the inhuman 
brutes! How could taey have been such 
idiotst—sent to prison for a fortnight. 

“I knew of another case where a lad 10 
years old in play threw. a stone which struck 
a jeweler’s window. The magistrate, though 
the boy’s Sunday-school teacher pleaded for 
him, was determiced to set an example, and 
sent him to prison for a month. There he 
learned such horrible thing 
tne demons with whom he 
up that I cannot tell you of 9 tnem. 
The lad’s mother, with that as an incentive, 

sent him out to trespass. He was arrested 
again. The refused to send this 
hardened criminal to a reformatory, but 
sentenced him to three months in jail, where 
he added to his awful education. Mind you, 
be was a loving, good boy before thia.

A GAS SYNDICATE FOR PHILADELPHIA. 


English Capitalists Boy the Old Company | 


and Keorganize with $50,000,000 Capital. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 27.— [Special. 
The reorganization of the United Gas Im- 
provement company, the stock of which was 
recently purchased by an English syndicate, 
is almost completed and an election of offi- 
cers will be held some time in June: The 
new concern will have a capital of $50,000,000, 
of which one-half has been subscribed on the 
other side and the balance is rapidiy being tak- 
en by prominent capitalists in this country. As 
only 30 per cent of this sum will be paid in, 
it will give the company an excellent credit 
for floating low-priced bonds. Sir Julian 
Goldschmid, the President of the 


company 


while the Presidents of nearly all the great 
gas companies of London will be connected 
with the movement. An English feature 
will be introduced in the tounders’ shares, of 
which 2,000 will be. issued. One of 
shares is given with each 
original subscription for 250 shares of 
the common stock. The rate of interest on 
the common stock will be fixed at either 6 or 
7 per cent and one-half of the balance of the 
earnings will go to the founders’ shares. The 
remainder can be used either to increase the 
dividends on the common stock or to enlarge 
the plant. The capital of the old organiza- 
tion was $5,000,000 and the large increase wiil 
enable the new concern to greatiy increase 
the earning power by extending the works 
in cities where they now are and opening up 
new fields in other cities where their limited 
capital prevented the old company from go- 


ing. 
MANAGER MADE TO REFUND THE MONEY. 


Base-Ball Game Does Not Come Of and 
the Audience Gets Mad. 

Lone ISLAND Cr, N. V., April 27.—There 
was a lively time at the recreation ball 
grounds in this city this afternoon which 
almost assumed the proportions of a riot. 
The Metropolitan base-bail nine of New York 
were to bave played the Senators, and be- 
tween 500 and 600 persons paid admission to 
the grounds to witness tne game. The Sena- 
tors failed to appear, The Metropolitans 
offered to play a picked nine, but the offer 
did not please the crowd, who sbouted for 
the return of the admission money. Manager 
Thomas Ryan offered to give them checks 
good for next Sunday's game, but this offer 
made the crowd angry, and with yells and 
hisses they set upon the manager, whose 
clothing was nearly torn off bis back before 
he could -anpounce chat he would pay back 
the admission money. He instructed the 
ticket-seller to refund the money and the 
demonstration ceased. 


QUAY STILL THE NATIONAL HAAR 


Recent Attacke Made Upon Him Make 
Him Change Bis Mind. 

Prrrspcure, Pa., April 27.— [Special.] Close 
friends of Senator Quay say those who look 
for his resignation as National Chairman at 
the forthcoming meeting will be disappoint- 
ea. They say he never intended to nold the 
place long after the election, but the attacks 
made on him led him to change his mind, 
and he will continue at the head 
of the committee indefinitely. While the 
work ot the committee bas been going 
on steadily and increasing every day, Sena- 
tor Quay has been the only person in autbor- 
ity at headquarters, and his work will be 
quadruplea during the Congressicnal cam- 
paign this year. When the committee meets 
it will elect some Republican of broad views 
and National acquaintance to act as Secre- 
tary. An effort 1s being made to have John 
8. Clarkson take the piace. If he accepts it 
1s not unlikeiy that he will be made Chair 
man of the committee when Senator Quay 
sees his way ciear to resign.

Interviews with Republican Congressmen 
Presage Its Saccess in the House, 

PHILAD 
morrow .will publish the following: The 
Philadelphia Press presents this morning 
after a complete and careful poll of the ma- 
jority in Congress the views of ind»yid- 
ual members as to the necessity of 
passing a tariff revision and reduction 
bill as speedily as possible. Interviews were 
had with 209 Senators and Representatives. 
The Press interviewers have found what op- 
position exists to the McKinley bill on the 
Republican side of the House, and by ex- 
tending the interviews to leading Democrata 
have found the particular lineof attack upon 
the bill likely to be adopted by the opposi- 
tion. The fact of supreme importance is 
that a bill revising the jtarif? and 
reducing the revenue will be enacted 
before Congress adjourns for the summer. 
The Press has interviewed 159 Republicans, 
and with two exceptions they all agree that 
a Republican Tariff bill will be passed, and 
that while differences exist as to the make- 
up of schedules, the entire party is in accord 
on the general principle and purpose of the 
McKinley bill. N 

While the interviews show a strong senti- 
ment on the part of the Republicans in favor 
of the bill, even if some features of it are 
not wholly in accord with the indiviaual

COLUMBUS’ FIRST LETTER. 


Anucuncement of the Discovery in the 
Ambrosian Library. 

In February, 1498, Columbus, homeward 
bound, wrote at the Canaries an account of 
his discovery to the Royal Treasurer. On 
his arrival at Palos, the 14th or 15th of 
March, he wrote anotherof similar purport 
to the Royal Steward, Santangel: These 
‘letters he dispatched at once to Barcelona 
where the Royal Court was then assembled. 
They were translated into Latin, and speedi- 
ly printed in every country where priating 
was known. These Latin documents dif- 
‘fused knowledge of the discovery. Spanish 
was provincial—La as it were, universal 

It was generally believed till 228 that 
the letters were not published at ali dum 
the lifetime of Columbus in Spanish. | 
Spanish manuscript found by Navarrete in 
the archives at Simancas— supposed to 
have been derived trom the Coiumbian proto- 
grapbh—was published by bim in 1825. An an- 
cient printed copy in Spanish was at last 
brought to light—one doubtiess more ancient 
than any of we Latin editions. This Spanish 
letter was reprinted in 1863. It had been 
found in a mass of papers bequeathed to the 
Ambrosian Library there by a Baron Custodi 
a writer of Milanese history. This Spauish 
book is said to bave been shown in 1857 to an 
American historian, but its value was not rec 
ognized till near 1863, the year of its repub 
lication. 

Since that year that Spanish tract of four 
pages, for it contains only the letter to the 
royal steward or secretary, Santangel has 
become the kobinoor of the Ambrosian 
hbrary, and has been often reproduced in 
facsimile. It was thus perpetuated in New 
York in Notes on Columbus by Harries and 
Barlow in 1865. But tneir edition de iuxe 
was privately printed, only ninety-nine 
copies struck off, and not one of those was

After a long 
seurch I secured a dozen of tne little squeak- 
ers. Covering my trap with dead branches, 
I tied half a dozen of the mice to pegs driven 
in the ground, just behind the trap. In less 
than an bour that smart grizzly had suc- 
cum bed to his passion for fleid mice, and had 
one of nis great paws in my trap. He gave 
me a chase of half a mile with the heavy trap 
fast to him, but I got lead enough iato him at 
last to end the race. 

„The men who make a business of trap- 
ping grizzlies set their traps miles back in the 
great gloomy forests, waere the animals like 
to have their lairs among the tangled fallen 
timbers, over Which no one Can pass except 
on foot, ana then only with great difficulty. 
To come upon an ugly grizzly in such a 
region, an animal weighing as much as an ox 
and not only ready but anxious for a fight, is 
something that means business to tne hunt- 
er. A grizziy bear will get out of a trap 
nine times out of ten if he ig not overtaken 
witnin three hours after be is caught. It is 
to lessen the dunger of this that the wooden 
clog is fastened to the trap, and always with 
the chain at one eod of the stick. Thus it 
follows the bear endwise.as he makes his 
way, and clears obstrpctiens that wonld 
catch and hoid it if it were pulled along with 
the chain fastened at the middle. A grizzly 
is nearly always caught in the trap not far 
from the tip end of one of his forepaws. On 
being caught he rushes wits all the speed he 
can summon, and in a tremendous rage, for 
the nearest swamp, which is never far away 
in a region where successful grizziy trapping 
is to be expected. The hold the trap has on 
him is not one that will withstand every re- 
sistance, and the bear's exertions to get 
away are great and pe He seems to 
know that his life depends on freeing himself 
of his incumbrance. As he tears onward 
through the forestche mows great swaths in 
the undervrush. He drags the trap against 
trees, logs, an and whenever it 
holds fast to them for a few seconds he jerks 
and tugs bis imprisoned foot, trying to tear 
it loose. If the clog were tied in the middle 
he would soon eatch it crosswise between 
two trees, and then she bear would tear 
loose with one or two lunges forward of bis 
great body, and escape to the swamp. I have 
more than once come up to my trap with 
nothing in it but the ragged and bleeding 
half of some monster grizziy’s foot, and such 
bas been the experience of ali trappers. It 
was an incident of that kind, no doubt, that 
made the old scourge of Battle Creek a clup- 
footed bear. 

The further a grizzly bear goes on his 
furious march without ridding himself of tne 
— thie greater his rage mes. He will 
rush against obstructing trees and tear them 
with his teeth, sometimes biting the trunk 
half away. 1 have followed the trails of 
owe through the thick timber while the 

ars were endeavoring to free themselves 
from their traps, and bave counted sapling 
after sapling chewed to the und as com- 
pletely as a chopper could have felied it by 
these infuriated monsters, and the trees 
were covered with blood from the wounds 
made on the mouths of the bears in their 
blind rage. To come up with a balf-ton griz- 
ziy bear while he isin such a temper is like 
standing on the edge of acycione, The trail 
of a trapped grizzly generally leads the trap- 
per a long way through the forest, and more 
than hkely a mile or so into a swamp where 
he can see but a few feet in any direction. 
He is constantly expecting the bear to rise 
up somewhere about him and charge upon 
him likean avalanche. There have been 
times when trappers have come up with the 
bear at the very moment when it has suc- 
ceeded in tearing lodse from the trap. I 
knew one man—Jim Carter by name—who 
happened to reach his grizzly at such a time. 
The bear made one rush, and before the com- 
panion who was with Carter could realize 
the situation the bear had torn Carter to 
pieces. The companion shot end killed the 
bear and carried the dead trapper’s bod 
back to camp. I have heard of several simi- 
lar instances, but this one I had personal 
knowledge of, for Carter and I were in tne 
same camp. When you have trapped a 1,000- 
pound grizzly you haven’t caoght a bear at 
ail but — the devil incarnate. I have 
trapped and killed twenty-four of these mon- 
sters in my time, but as I have something of 
a wish to die in bed I think I will rest on 
that, and let some one else have it ‘out with 
the grizzlies that are left.“

ject of Prof. David Swing’s discourse at 


Central Music-Hall yesterday morning. He 
combated the idea that there was any occa- 
sion for alarm because of the attitude taken 
by the Roman Catholic Church in regard to 
the public schools 

“Itis progress,” he said, “for the Catho- 
lic Church to speak of Godiess schools.” 

The church, he thougnt, longed to do great 
things, but such an ambition was not danger- 
ous, for it was passing over from temporal to 
spiritual power. Time should be allowed for 
that; tne steps were slow and short, but 
every one should be applauded, as it tended 
toward education. 

Illiteracy, he heid, did not, as frequently 
asserted, follow Romanism, but it followed 
political desnotism, of which the Roman 
Church had frequently been a part. No des- 
potism ever favored education, and it should 
not be expected that priests from illiterate 
foreign countries would immediately grasp 
our ideas, It was enough that the atten uon 
now being paid to parochial schools 
showed material advancement. In former 
times the common pie were not expected 
to read the Bible; it was enough for them to 
believe and obey. 

Remember,“ he said, “that the Roman 
church, as an educator, is only fifty years 
old. It is not the eqval of the Protestant 
church in this respect, but it is improving, 
and we should praise each step made toward 
a religion of intelligence. The popularity of 
education has made it feel the movement of 
this era, and it is rapidly becoming separated 
from a bad past, 

It is not a matter for alarm that it edu- 
cates in its own schools. Education is like 
bread and water. Bread and water do not 
belong to Romanism nor to Protestantism; it 
is but bread and water wherever you fina it.

Nothing in Romanism, nor m Protestant- 
ism, he Claimed, was as dad as in bygone 
years.

There could be few more decrees; there 
would be letters instead.

Dictatoriai letters would be of less use in the 
future than oow. 

Prof. Swing closed by quoting from a letter 
issued long ago. It was of a spiritual, not a 
temporal, character, he claimed, and to this 
style tue Pope would have to return. His 
arbitrary decrees would be heeded less and 
less as people became better able to think 
for themselves. And it was toward this con- 
dition thatithe Roman Church was advancing.

August Reimler, Founder of the Socialer 
Turnverein, Dies of Pnenmonia.

August Reimler, Secretary of the Soports- 
man’s Park Association, died at his home in 
St. Louis late Saturday night of pneu- 
mouia.

four consecutive terms, and a member of the 
School Board. He was also director of the 
St. Louis Base-Ball Club, ana a schoolmate 
in Germany of President Von der Ahe.

He has made 
all the fame since then thatany man could de- 
sire, but for all that we who were his old com- 
panions can’t help feeling that it he had re- 
mained a soldier, instead of do his enormous 
work as a Congressman, he would not be lying 
on his deathbed today.”—Ph ph ar.

abused. Asa matter of course, the Senate

@ balance of trade against the country and a 
strong necessity to retain as much gold as 
possible, it would be a rather severe law 
which woula compel the Treasury to ex- 
change home goid for foreign silver. The 
silver men must be sure to get the codpera- 
tion of the McKinley committee. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION. | 
The prospect of important legislation on 
one hand and of serious labor disturbance on 
the other are two elements which have been 
pwiing the markets in opposite directions. 
The more important is the prospective legis- 
lation. The average business-man does not 
often bother himself with the intricacies of 
National finance. It is a matter that usually 
seems too remote to have littie direct connec- 
Vion with the details of private business. But 
im the proposed legislation affecting the 
country’s currency, which contemplates the 
uon of some $60,000,000 a year to the Na- 

ai circulating medium, there is a matter 
that every one, from the day laborer 
to the banker, has a direct personal inter- 
est in. There can be no debating over the 
first effect of this expaasion of the currency. 
it means that trade and speculation will be 
stimulated. In the speculative markets the 
effect, which is already foreshadowed by a 
beoyancy that no amount of statistics of act- 
ive business and large carnings seemed able 
to give, will be the most pronounced. It is 
the distant consequences of this legislation 
about which financiers. differ. Tne impor- 
tance.of the effect on values by the addi- 
tion to the country’s currency of about one 
dollar for each person annually will be ap- 
preciated when it is understood that the total 
circulation in the country is now only about 
per capita. Ifthe country needs more 
currency—and the sparsely settied districts 
have been loud in their complaints of the in- 
adequacy of present circulation, while 
many deere that even at the centers 
of ponulauon business has been hampered 
from the same cause—if tne country really 
requires more currency this proposed infia- 
tion is not likely to be followed by the dire

In general trade the last week brought its 
full share of activity necessary to keep up 
the remarkable record of the year. Local 
wholesale business in all lines was notably 
active. Tnereis a distinctly better tone in 
the iron market, and unless serious labor 
troubies interfere the indications are that 
the iron barometer will take an upturn from 
the point to which it nas been gradually sink- 
ing all this year. Local speculation has been 
active. Prices were buoyant the first of the 
week in the local stock market, but the mar- 
ket broke and prices sharply deciimed 
in sympathy with the leading stock 
which was influenced by special 
news having no bearing on the genera! busi- 
ness situation. The speculative spirit is 
strong and is growing. Whatever conditions 
may be, sentiment is in favor of bigher prices. 
The local speculative fever is divided be- 
tween the stock and grain markets and the 
real-estate field. The latter bas absorbed the 
greater interest, but real-estate speculation 
was quieter last week and many operators in 
that field are turning their eyes toward the 
stock market.

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NO PROFITIN WOOL-GROWENG.IN ILLINOIS. 

Tus TarsuNne ailuded a few days ago to the 
extraordinary falling off in the number of 
sheep in lowaduring a period of twenty 
years boginning with the adoption of the 
high duties on wool in 1867. It seems, how- 
ever, that the shrinkage of the fiocks has 
been even worse in Illinois. In 1867, when tne 
high duties were put on wool, this State had 
2,764,072 sheep, but after twenty-one years of 
its steady maintenance Ulinois had in 1888 
only 554,910 head, the falling off amounting 
to 2,200,162. In every other branch of agri- 
culture and stock-raising IIlinois has iv- 


comparatively early day,with wool practical- 
ly unprotected by tar'ff taxes, the State had 
over five times the number of sheep reported 
now. Could anything demonstrate with 
greater clearness and force the absolute 
failure of the high wool duties to promote 
and foster wool-growing! The wool-clip in 
Illinois does not more than pay for one- 
quarter of the keepof the sheep, and if it 
was not for the mutton value of the animals 
there would be no flocks left in this State. 
As it is the farmers have sent their sheep to 
the butcher until they have only a fifth as 
many as twenty years ago. 

Lake is the chief sheep-growing county in 
Dlinois at the present time. Taking it as the 
strongest IIlustrauon that can be cited in 
Uunois in respect to sheep-growing it never- 
theless appears that the industry is declin- 
ing there at a rapid rate. Nine years ago 
Lake County had 61,835 sheep and now it has 
only 24,5583—a loss of nearly two-thirds. If 
in this particular county the loss has not 
been as rapid as in other parts of the State 
it demonstrates nevertheless that sheep- 
growing is there, as elsewhere in Illinois, a 
dwindling and declining industry and the

THE FACTS ABOUT AGRICULTURAL DE- 
& PRESSION. 


Secretary Rusk of the Department of Agri- 
culture has thrown out some valuable hints 
to farmers in his recently-issued document, 
in which he discusses agricultural depres- 
sion, ite causes and possible remedies. He 
says there has been during the last deo- 
ade u steady decrease in the prices of home- 
grown products.” The matter is of sufficicnt 
importance to warrant a presentation of the 
actual facts in thé case, which ought to be all 
the more interesting as they do not bear out 
the popular impression as to the extent to 
which prices have declined as compared with 
1879.

Tuese figures show that the prices of last 
year averaged ‘not far from the same as those 
of the last of the hard times years—that of 
1878. There was an important advance in 
1879 in the prices of grain, live stock, butter, 
and cheese, which was in large part due to 
the greater plenty of “money” in circula- 
tion which followed the resumption of specie 
payments. Three years later than that the 
average reached its maximum on the boom 
of 1882, and since then there has been an al- 
most steady decline. Corn, oats, and cattle 
sold in 1882 for about twice as much as the 
average for last year, wheat fof one-thira 
more, and bogs for 70 per cent more. For 
the eleven-year period they are about 10 per 
cént lower on wheat, corp, and cattle, with a 
smaller difference on other produce. A still 
better idea of the extent of depression may be 
obtained by taking the average of each for 
the whole period of seventeen years and us- 
ing that as a divisor for the figures of 1889. 
In roand numbers the decline is 14 per cent 
on wheat, 17 on corn, 30 on oats, W on dairy 
aud hog products and cattle, and 20 per cent 
onhogs. The grand totals average a depreci-

These are Chicago figures, and it should 
not be forgotten that the spread of farm set- 
tlement westward has much increased the 
average distance of transportawon to this 
market; but that fact meeta with an offset in 
a reduction of freight rates per mile.

The prices noted are on a currency basis 
for the three years previous to 1879. At the 
beginning of that year the gold premium had 
declined to zero from an average of about 14 
cents on the dollar for 1878. Also the barrel 
of pork now contains a smaller namber of 
pounds, and the iard is not of such a hich 
grade as early in the period under review. But 
the taking of these facts into the account 
would not make a difference of much more 
than 1 per cent in the grand average. Hence 
the depreciation may be said to be nearly one- 
fifth from the mean, or about as much as is 
credited to the value of labor in the manu- 
factory by the last National census. ; 
The facts are presented without comment, 
as they certainly are given without color. A 
perusal of the statement may perhaps enable 
the reader to gain a more intelligent idea of 
how much the farmer has to complain of 
than was previously possible. It may, how- 
evor, be asked if it be fair to claim as a set- 
of the decreased cost of production ana

THE WAYTO CLEAN STREETS AND 

The members of the Commercial Club, like 
L citizens generally, grumbie that streets 
and alleys are so filthy, and ask, “Why is 
Something not done about it?’ 

That the alleys are shockingly dirty can- 
not be denied. It is unnecessary to have 
eyes to know it. The sense of smell is suff 
cient. That there are ordinances which, if 
enforced, would make Chicago fairly clean is 
unquesuoned. Those ordinances require 
householders to keep their alleys clean and 
to take away their garbage, manure, and 
ashes. But they have never been enforced, 
are not now, and never will be. It would 
cost as much to enforce them as it would to 
do the work. There are certain things which 
people will never do for themselves if they 
can help it They form mumeipal govern- 
ments that these things may be done for 
them and that chey need not be 
bothered with them. If each person were to 
keep hi» premises clean by hiring teams him- 
self the cost would be about twice or thrice 
what it would be if the city attended to it. 
Multitudes ot individuals, with low wages, 
or, if they were on the “ strike,” with none 
at all, could not stand the expense. Team- 
sters hired to do special jobs of this sort 
charge very highly. 

It is plain enough that this alley-cleaning 
work should be done by the municipal gov- 
ernment. It is equaily plain that it should 
be done daily, and by night as far as practi- 
cable. All that is needed is money and 
honest supervision at the City- Hall. 

Where shall the cash come from? The 
city authorities say they have not enough to 
Go a quarter of what ts needed. But it is 
easy to get l. Add 20 per cent to ali the 
license fees and there will be a yearly fund of 
more than half a million dollars which can be 
used exclusively for street and alley clean- 
ing, and removing garbage, man and 
ashes.

The Commercial Ciub held its monthly 
meeting Saturday night and its members 
listened to a discussion about filthy alleys 
ana dirty streets and the smoke nuisance 
and the way to cure them. There were apol- 
ogies from the city officials for these 
nuisances and denunciations of them. In re- 
gard to the smoke nuisance remedies were 
proposed which have thus far proved ineffect- 
ual. The City Administration was attacked 
because it did nothing and stopped none of 
the defilement, and its representatives said 


tions, threats, but all failea to make any ap- 
preciable impression on the volume of smoke 
vomited forth from thousands of smoke- 
stacks. The cure for the admitted evils com- 
plained of can be had if the city 
chooses to adopt it, The protiem has 
been worked out eélsewhers by the 
money and brains of others, and all 
that is necessary is to utilize the experience 
and results. Water is delivercd economically 
to every house and with freedom from 
smoke, because Instead of each bouseholder 
running his own water works the city con- 
centrates the business at a few works. The 
same thing is true of gas, which is not man- 
ufactured on each premises but at great gas 
works.

If the manufacture of steam was con- 
centrated at a few points in great steam gen- 
erating batteries; if instead of a number of 
scattered boilers there were half a dozen 
batteries of boilers of ten to twenty thou- 
sand horse-power each generating steam and 
distributing it through pipes, the smoxe nui- 
sance would cease. Where the works were 
on so large a scale devices like the Murphy 
self-feeding furnace, which prevent smoxe, 
would be profitably used. A small boiler 
cannot stand the éxpense. Where steam is 
made on a great scale ten pounds of water 
can be evaporated by one pound of coal in- 
stead of the five or six which is all that is 
secured with a small plant. The quantity of 
steam now used Would be produced with one- 
half less coal and the .amoké cohld be per- 
teotly abated. The saving in fuel would en- 
able a company to sell steam power much 
cheaper than people can produce it for them- 
selves by the present methods. 

Is such a thing practicable? The experi- 
ence of New York has shown that it is. A 
company with a big central plant can furnish 
steam to the cegsumer for much less than it 
costs him to make it, and yet leave a hand- 
some profit for itself—a profit made by sav- 
ing what was previously wasted. The com- 
pany using vast quantities of coal can buy it 
and deliver it cheaper than individuals. It 
can handle it for less and it costs much less 
to take away the ashes. It makes more steam 
with less coal and less labor.

GEN. V4N WYCK’S FOLLY. 


Editor Rosewater Reads a Lecture to the 
Nebraska States man. 


Omaha Be (Rep.): Gen. Van Wyck's 
speech before the Butler County Farmers’ 
Alliance is an earnest appeal for political 
revolution. Like Cortez in his invasion of 
Mexico, he has burned the ships behind him 
and leaves no avenue for retreat. He scouts 
tne idea of redress through the dominant 
party and ridicules the effort of anti-monop- 
oly Republicans) to recapture the party ma- 
chinery which has for years been under the 
control of corporation politicians. He points 
to their repeated failures to dislodge the 
the horde of monopoly minions from their 
intrenchment, and sees great danger to the 
cause of the proaucer in any proposition 
that invites Republican farmers to take part 
in Republican caucuses and conventions. 

Gen. Van Wyck declares in so many words 
that the Nepraska Farmers’ Alliance cannot 
achieve the objects for which it hes organ- 
ized unless it cuts loose from all parties and 
favors a new party thas will support only its 
own candidates. 

The Be has been in accord with Senator 
Van Wyck is most things for many years, 
but it cannot indorse his views or approve 
the course which he has outlined for the 
Farmers’ Alliance. As we understand it, 
the Farmers’ Alliance was organized for the 
purpose of securing for the tillers of the soil 
relief from corporate exactions, and to bring 
about an equalization of the burdens of taxa- 
tion, and not for the purpose of fighting 
pitched battles in the political field. 

Primarily, and above all thicgs, the farm- 
ers of Nebraska want redress and relief. 
They do not want the empty glory of fignt- 
ing corporations and nominating candidates. 
They want, if possible, to achieve beneticial 
results. If the dominant party will concede 
their demands by nominating candidates 
woll known to be trustworthy and committed 
to their interests what need of organizing a 
new party, which at best involves the risk of 
defeat that would wreck the alliance? Wh 
possible danger can the Farmers’ Alliayce 
run in permitting its members to make their 
fight first within their respective parties and 
ndeavor to dictate their demands for relief 
in the caucuses and conventions! The farm- 
ers have nearly two-thirds of the vote in this 
State. And if they would only make the ef- 
fort they could have absolute control of all 
the conventions. ey 

It is because Republican farmers followed 
the advice of leaders who were ambitious to 
build up a new party and have for years re- 
fused to take part in caucuses and primary 
elections that the party machinery was 
virtually surrendered to corporation hench- 
men. Even in spite of this neglect. there 
was a preponderance of anti-monopoly Re- 
publicans in the State convention two years 
ago. Oterwise Mr. Leese couid not have 
been renominated for a third term. 

But Gen. Van Wyck wants the Nebraska 
alliance to throw the tea overboard, and he 
advises them to secede from their parties 
before they have made an effort to secure 
cohcessions. This in our opinion would be 
rash and ruinous to the cause of anti- 
monopoly. It would de an overt act of war 
pefore exhausting ali peaceful means for 
righting grievances. The alliance ought to 
profit by its own experience in the past. 
Had the alliance simply directed its efforts to 
the active participation of its members in 
the caucuses and conventions of their par- 
ties there would have been few railroad can- 
didates nominated and no bogus Railroad 
Commission created by order of the railroad 
managers. And there would have been no 
need for the present revolt. But, misdirect- 
ed oy sbort-sighted. leaders, the Alhance or- 
ganized a third party and went to pieces 
while fighting pitched battles, in which Sen- 
ator Van Wyck did not always assist—nota- 
bly 80 in its very first campaign, when his 
active support would have insured its tri 
umph all along the line.

TALKS ABOUT THE TARIFF 


THE MISTAKES OF MR. NORTH OF 
KEWANEE, ILL. 


He Does Not Seem to Remember That the 
Policy of the Kepublican Party Has 
Been, with One Melancholy Exception, 
to Reduce Tariff Duties as Fast as it 
Could Jadicioasly Be Done — He Is 
Shown Where He Is in Error. 


KEWANER, III, April 21.—[Eaitor of tle Trib- 
une. —I noticed in THe TRIBUNE of the 15th 
inst. an editorial headed, Is Maj. McKinley 
Preparing for War?” . 

(a) The inquiry may deserve attention but the 
indications are that it could be truly answered 
by saying: He expects no such thing, nor does 
aoy sane man. He wants only to make the wur- 
talk and the unnecessary and costly preparations 
for war so many pretexts for increasing tariff 
duties to benetit the protection cormorants who 
are conspiring to frighten people into granting a 
more burdensome protection, intended solely to 


| sid monopolies and trusts, while it serves to de- 


lude the 1 into the belief that che heavy 
burden of the increased tariff is to be put upon 
them only forthe honest purpose of increasing 
the necessary revenue. At all events, the ed- 
itorial in question seemed to me to evince a 
great misconception of turiff principles, the tariff 
issue, and the unimus of the protectionists. 

I will explain: (b) It is true that a heavy tariff 
tax Was provided during the war as a means of 
raising revenue to pay the expenses and debts 
incurred in that n But that was only a 
moderate tarifl—a ta merely for revenue. It 
Was not until after the war, and when the avari- 
cious and grasping hordes of those days had 
been fattening upon the spoils of that conflict, 
and their appetites for plunder had become in- 
satiable, thut the present infamous tariff was 
brought into existence. Then set in a period, ex- 
tending to this day, of shams, of conspiracies, 
and pretenses, and lying. The people were in a 
receptive frame of mind. Patriotic as they al- 
ways have been, andin an excited state of feei- 
ing. they desired to pay the enormous war debt 
as fast as possible, and show te the world that 
they were not only glad they had saved the 
Union but were willing to pay all it cost. The 
Ameriean eagle was made to flap his wings and 
scream. No serious thought was given to the 
scources of revenue. Everything that the wild- 
est or Most corrupt asked for was given witha 
whoop and a hurrah. This was the golden op- 
portunity for rogues and knaves. 

The opinions of the more thoughtful and con- 
siderate voters were admirably expressed in a 
speech at Peoria Aug. 18, 1870, oy Gen. Hender- 
son, now member of Congress from IIlinois, and, 
Jam sorry to say, a backslider into the protec- 
tion ranks. He said: 

“I bave been charged with being in favor of a 
high protective tariff. „No man has been 
justified in saying I was a protective tariff man 
now or for some years. Ihave saia that in the 
present condition of our country we must have a 
tariff for revenue purposes and that in my opin- 
ion revenue should be the fundamental and con- 
trolling idea in adjusting the tariff; that the tar- 
iff should be so adjusted as to bear as equally as 
possible upon all classes and conditions of the 
people and upon all sections of the country. I 


lies, and never could favor a tariff which, while 
it puts a few dollars in the treasury, puts a great 
many in the pockets of the manufacturers at the 
expense of tue people. These are no new opin- 
ions formed for the occasion. I have en- 
tertained them for several years.“ 

It was necessary at that time to levy the largest 
revenue-producing duties. but it was not neces- 
sary for that purpose to impose a tariff of more 
than one-half of the present one on the greater 

art of imported goods in order to obtain the 
argest amountof revenue receipts. This allega- 
tion may seem absurd; nevertheless I maintain 
that it embodies a truth, and it appears to have 
escaped THE TRIBUNE'S attention, else it would 
have been alludéd to in THE TRIBUNE'S Very able 
tariff discussions of former years. 

No one will deny that there is such a thing as 
a prohibitory. tarif—a tariff so high as to prevent 
importation of the taxed articles. Nor will any 
one deny that an excessive high tariff, if not 
wholly prohibitive, will Giscourage and lessen 
importations of such articles. Nor will any one 
deny that free trade willinduce the largest im- 


importations will increase. No one has ever dis- 
puted these facts. Then why not go forward to 
the legitimate and logical conciusions from them 
—the true and valuable principles deducible 
from them? Whatare these? 

(c) 1. Somewhere between a prohibitory tariff 
and free trade there is a rate of tariff taxation 
on each imported article that will admit of so 
large an importation thereof as to yield the 
maximum of revenue. Above this point, as the 
tariff is inoreased from step to step, importa- 
tions decrease till the pomt oT pronibition 16 
reached. On the other hand. importations will 
increase as the tariff is lowered by steps till free 
trade is reached. 

2. Where on the scale is the greatest revenue- 
yielding point? Experience has shown that it is 
not the same for all imported articles, and in 
each case depencs upon a Variety of cir- 
cumstances, and especially upon the 
actual or fancied necessities of the con- 
sumers. Woolen goods, being necessaries, 
have sustained and do still bear an enormous 
protective tax burden. Tea and coffee, though 
not indispensable, once bore a heavy tax, yield- 
ing about $25,000,000. Playing cards and fancy 
ornaments of no real utility bear taxing highly. 
The present tax on sugar is about 80 per cent. 
‘There being only about one-sixth part produced 
in this country thatis consumed here it can bear 
an erormous tax without preventing its impor- 
tation, yet the people use only about three-fifths 
as much per capita as is consumed in England, 
where sugar, refined and granulated in America, 
being duty free and trust free, is retailet at four 
and a half and five cents a pound; while in III. 
nois, blessed with a tariff and trusts, it is retailed 
at from eight to nine anda halt cents. From 
a table prepared dy Henry Rolfe in Alden's 
Library Magazine, it appears that a tariff averag- 
ing 35 per cent ad valorem is the highest revenue- 
yielding tariff and forms the dividing line be- 
tween one for revenue and one for protection. 
All above that figure is purely protective, and all 
below is only incidentaliy protective of the Amer- 
ican manufacturer or producer. Our present 
average tariff is 47 per cent or over. The same 
writer shows that a tariff of 50 per cent yields 
the Treasury only about the game as one of 2 
per cent. 

8. From these showings it will be seen that the 
consumer ought not to pay more than an average 
of about two-fifths of the present tariff taxes 
in order to raise as much money 
as is now received from duties 
on imports. And, H only needed revenue were 
raised—the tobacco and whisky excises remain- 
ing as now fixed--less than two-fifths of the 
present duties would suffice. Thus the free list 
could be largely extended, and the duties on the 
remainder could be lessened and more nearly 
equalized, trusts destroyed, and the consumer be 
relieved from unjust and onerous burdens. 

Some three or four years ago Senator Morrill, 
the father of the protective iniquity, said: “If 
you want to prevent the accumulation of a sur- 

lus, raise the tariff on imports, and thereby 

essen the receipts from that source,” Randall 
spoke to the same effect at Memphis in 1884. 
And so said THe TRIBUNE'S favorite Senator, 
Sherman. Dean Swift, while private secretary of 
Lord Temple, who was one of the Lords of the Brit- 
ish Treasury, wittily said: Iwill double your taxes 
and haive your revenue, or I will halve your taxes 
and double your revenue“ THE TRIBUNE about 
twenty-five years ago, iu opposing the tax of $2 a 
gallon on highwines, asserted that this high tax 
produced no more revenue than the former tax 
of 50 cents, because the great temptauon to 
frauds led to evasions of the law and general cor- 
ruption of the internal-revenue officers, who 
shared with the distillers the resulting spoils. 
No revenue of consequence can be obtained from 
the importation of diamonds and jewelry, for 
they are easily concealed and the tax successful- 
ly evaded. e tariff! tax, then, must fall upon 
those articles ocoupying space and therefore dif- 
ficult to hide. 

(d) But it must not be forgotten that McKinley, 
in reporting his robbers’ tariff bill, boldly admits 
that by the increase he proposes—mostly on the 
absolute necessaries of life—the receipts of rev- 
enue will diminish over $12,000,000; and of course 
the amount of that increase must be paid by 
consumers to add to the fat of those glutton- 
ous and overgrown rascals Who have been en- 
riched by protection,and are still crying for 
more. And who make up this deficit of revenue? 
The consumers, of course, of whom the Western 
farmers are no small portion, and they pay 
double that amount to the lords of the mills 
simply for this increased protection. 

(e) Set it down that McKinley does not mean 
nor expect war, but is in the conspiracy with 
Treasury leeches, money lords, trust combma- 
tions, and monopolists to bleed the Treasury by 
unnecessary armaments for war, to be perpetu-

(b) Mr. North appears to labor under the im 
pression that the tariff is higher now than it was 
during or at the end of the war. A comparison 
of the present schedules with those of 1868 or 1865 
will teach him the difference. Has he forgotten 
the removal of the duties on hides, quinine, tea, 
coffee, etc.? Has he furgotten the reduc- 
tions in the silk, linen, cotten, and other 
schedules made at various times, especially in 
1888? Has he forgotten that the duty on the 
cheapest wools, now two and a half cents a pound 
used to de three, and that the 10 per cent ad- 
valorem on wool was taken off? The policy of 
the Republican party has uniformly been. with 
one melancholy exception, to reduce tariff duties 
as fast as it was thought could judimously be 
done. That solitary exception was the plank 
thrust into the Republican platform of 1888. which 
Maj. McKinley is vainly trying to get Congress 
to indorse. That the present tariff is on many 
articles too high and needs revision is generally 
admitted; but that fact does not justify the 
fabric of errors and misstatements Which Mr. 
North has heaped up. He saw more clearly de- 
tore he put Democratic blinders on his eves. 

(e) Mr. North seems to take for gospel the 
teachings of those individuals who lay down the 
hard and fast rule that a reduction of duties 
down toa certain point will increase customs 
revenues, while auy shoving up of the duties will 
decrease them. Many factors enter into this 
problem. That which might be true of a station- 
ary population, with a stationary income, would 
not be true of a rapidly growing population with 
an increasing income. A check to consumption, 
due to the slightly increased costof an article, 
might be magnified manyfold by the happening 
at the same time of widespread distress and de- 
pression. Eliminating these causes, it is a 
fact that every increasc in the _ tariff 
during this century has been followed by in- 
creased revenues and every decrease by decreased 
revenues, Other things bemg equal, this should 
be the case. A higher duty on the necessaries of 
ute which doubled their price would lessen, 
but not halve their consumption, though n 
would reduce them. A reduction which lessened 
their price a half would largely acd to but would 
not double consumption. An increased revenue 
could follow only in couse the American compet- 
ing manufacturer withdrew utterly from the 
field and allowed the country to be supplied en? 
tirely from without. Is Mr. North figuring on 
that state of affairs, which is one that rarely 
happens? Tue rule is that when the tariff is re- 
duced manufacturers accommodate their busi- 
ness to it by reducing expenses and keep right 
on. 

(d) Maj. McKinley's estimates as to the effect 
his bill will have on the revenues is not worth 
discussing, as it was intended to be misleading 
and deceptive. It is mainly based on a variety 
of hypotheses which he ought to know are incor- 
rect, and most likely does. 

(e) Tae TRIBUNE does not believe that Ma; 

McKinley has committed the amazing error of 
leaving the consumer out of his calculations en- 
tirely. The mistake he has made is possibly due 
to the fact that he is under the thumb of the 
three Ohio raisers of bloodéd rams for South- 
western ranches—Delano, Lawrence, and Harp- 
ster—and has been stuffed by them with their 
selfish notions of political economy. If he 
could be made to open his eyes and see 
that the question at issue is one of De- 
lano, Harpster, and Lawrence versus the 
woolen-goods consumers of the United States, 
he wouid be the first to vote against his own mis- 
shapen bantling. 

Mr. North need not worry. The bill will not 
pass. It is not intended it shall pass, and he 
and dis free-trade Democratic allies will be de- 
prived of a chance to make out of it the political 
capital they have fondly hoped they would be
